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Madame Grace Smith-Harris 


A Gifted Musician and a Sympathetic and 
Charming Interpreter of the Older 
School of Composers

THERE are some poetic and romantic natures that live 

and move in a psychic element that is of the past 
rather than the present. Their spiritual affinities are not 
with the modernist, who, in his rush through life, prides 
nimseli upon being in touch with the latest movements 
but with the culture of a bygone age that had as its notes, 
serenity, leisure, graciousness, and amplitude. Of such a 
nature, one feels, is Madame Grace Smith-Harris, the well- 
known pianist and diseuse, who on many occasions has 
delighted Canadian audiences with her imaginative word- 
painting and her interpretative playing. With such a 
spiritual endowment, it is not surprising that whenever 
she has given one of her inimitable “Pictures of the Past” 
she has succeeded in recreating for her hearers the atmos- 
phere and romantic charm of other days, seen through 
the glamor of the vears. \ 

It was in an old-world setting that I first saw and 
eard her. True, the setting was slight enough, some 
carved, brocaded chairs and cabriole-legged tables indicat 
ing the Early Victorian period, but the dainty figure in 





mauve tatfeta frilled gown, with low-cut bodice and wide 
bertha, her delicate face framed in long ringlets, was the 
incarnation of lovely feminity of a hundred years ago 
\nd when she spoke in her soft, but exquisitely clear 
voice. her mobile and spirituelle face reflecting the emo 


tons that she depicted, the charm was upon one. On 
того the prosaic present and was transported to a period 
wherein lived such select spirits as Felix Mendelssohn, 
Franz Schubert, Robert Schumann, and.
